If it 


does fall to pieces we'll all fall together 
anyway. Tour only gamble is on the gen- 
eral welfare of a strong and enterprising 
business nation.'' That is probably about 
the line that will be taken in selling the 
German bonds. It will be said that they 
represent the thinking of the best finan- 
cial rmnrls of the world, and stand for 
German assets and earning power which 
are incalculably vast if the economic ma- 
chinery of Europe begins to turn again, 
and the militarists give it a breathing 
spell.

AJtfATOLE FRANCE 


The average American, high, schooler 


knows the late Anatole France as an old 
maidish sort of fellow. 
That is because 


the great French novelist who died Sun- 
day had the misfortune to write a. book, 
"The 
Crime of Sylvester Bonnard," 


which American schoolmasters with a per- 
verse unanimity have decided is about the 
only one in the France library fit for the 
attention of a mixed high school class in 
French. And this book, while undoubted- 
ly one of'the master's greatest achieve- 
ments, is of all his work the least cal- 
culated to appeal to the average red- 
blooded youngster. 
It is a story about 


an old, old man and his -crabbed house- 
keeper. 
Most of its beauty and part of 


its satire are lost to young Americans in 
the dullness of the subject. 


That is a great pity, because Anatole 


France will stand forever as one of the 
glories not only of modern French, but 
of all present-age literature. 
He belongs 


to the world, and the young American 
student of Anatole France's work should 
not have his interest killed at the outset 
by an unpleasant introduction. If censor- 
ship over adolescence is to shut off young 
people from ever reading such works as 
"The Revolt of the Angels" and "Pen- 
guin Island" it might be better to keep 
France out of our high, schools entirely 
and let the pupil, in later adulthood, pick 
for himself.

robbing many Americans of a true and 
complete estimate of many great foreign 
authors, France and Maupassant perhaps 
the most famous among them.

In banking at night spread a little of 


the fine coal over the top. 


Allow no air holes (in the fire. If 


holes appear, use the poker to break 
up the coked coal and fill the holes. Do 
not dig down into the fire to the grates, 
mixing the layers of green coal and 
ashes, but merely level the top. 


A little water kept in the ash pit will 


tend to prevent clinkers and improve 
conditions. Always sprinkle the coal 
in the bin before firing. It will give 
better results when used damp.
